To  see  vv^hat  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Police  Department. 

ART.  19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
new  equipment  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $4,000.00 
for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ART  20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire 
Department. 


To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Solid  Waste  Fund 
Established  under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of 
1972  for  this  purpose. 

ART.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  consider 
supporting  the  completion  of  a  County/Area  Solid  Waste 
Study  and  should  said  Study  prove  environmentally  and 
economically  feasible,  support  a  County/ Area  Solid  Waste 
Facility. 

ART.  23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Solid  Waste  Fund  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  balance  of  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  State  and  Local  Assist- 
ance Act  of  1972  for  this  purpose. 

ART.  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  v/ill  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  a  Fire  Truck  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  this  sum  for 
this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972. 

ART.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  RSA  466:30A,  a  leash  lav/,  stating,  "It  would 
be  unlawful  for  any  dog  to  run  at  large,  except  when  accom- 
panied by  the  owner  or  custodian,  and  when  used  for  hunting, 
herding,  supervised  competition,  and  exhibition  or  training 
for  such.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  "accompanied" 
shall  be  defined  as  that  the  owner  or  custodian  must  be  able 
to  see  or  hear,  or  both,  or  have  reasonable  knowledge  of  where 
the  dog  is  hunting,  or  herding,  or  where  training  is  being 
conducted  or  where  trials  are  being  held.  Nothing  herein 
provided  shall  mean  that  the  dog  must  be  within  sight  at 
all  times." 

ART.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the 
Cemetery  Sexton  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ART.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  the 
I'ax  Collector  on  a  yearly  salary,  instead  of  the  per  centage 
method  presently  used. 


ART,  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
salaries  of  Town  Officers  (Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Select- 
men). 

ART.  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the 
Selectmen  to  set  the  hourly  wage  for  the  Road  Agent  and 
his  help  on  a  graduated  scale  from  minimum  wage  to  $5.00 
per  hour,  depending  on  abilities. 

ART.  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the 
Road  Agent  and  his  help  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

ART.  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  v/ill  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  resolution  in  compliance  with  application  to  the 
Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program: 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Croydon  wishes  to  establish 
eligibility  in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  and  in 
order  to  do  so  must  meet  the  requirements  of  1910.3  (b)  of 
the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  regulations. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  following  measures  shall  be 
required  within  Zone  A  of  the  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map 
issued  by  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  for  this 
community. 

Section     1     Permit  Requirements^ 

No  person  shall  erect,  construct,  enlarge,  alter,  repair,  im- 
prove, move  or  demolish  any  building  or  structure  without 
first  obtaining  a  separate  permit  for  each  building  structure 
from  the  designated  responsible  person. 

No  man-made  change  to  improved  or  unimproved  real  estate, 
including  but  not  limited  to  buildings  or  other  structures, 
mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving,  excavation  or  dril- 
ling operations,  shall  be  commenced  until  a  separate  permit 
has  been  obtained  from  the  designated  responsible  person 
for  each  change. 

-  A  com_munity  may  reword  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
providing  that  the  minimum  requirements  of  Section  1910.3 
(a)  (1)  of  the  enclosed  program  regulations  are  met. 
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No  mobile  home  shall  be  placed  on  improved  or  unimproved 
real  estate  without  first  obtaining  a  separate  permit  for  each 
mobile  home  from  the  designated  responsible  person. 

Section     2     Application" 

To  obtain  a  permit,  the  applicant  shallfirst  file  a  permit  ap- 
plication on  a  form  furnished  for  that  purpose.  The  fonn 
must  be  completed  and  submitted  to  the  designated  respons- 
ible person  (with  a  fee  of  one  dollar)  before  the  issuance  of 
a  permit  will  be  considered. 

Section     3     Review  of  Applications 

The  Croydon  Planning  Board,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
responsible  person,  is  appointed  as  the  "person"'  responsible 
for  receiving  applications  and  examining  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  the  proposed  construction  or  development. 

After  reviewing  the  application,  the  responsible  person  shall 
require  any  additional  measures  which  are  necessary  to  meet 
the  minimum  requirements  of  this  document. 

Section  4  The  responsible  person  shall  review  proposed 
development  to  assure  that  all  necessary  permits  have  been 
received  from  those  governmental  agencies  from  which  ap- 
proval is  required  by  Federal  or  State  law,  including  Section 
404  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  Amendments 
of  1972,  33  U.S.C.  1334. 

Section  5  The  responsible  person  shall  review  all  permit 
applications  to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites 
will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  building 
site  is  in  a  flood  prone  area,  all  new  construction  and  sub- 
stantial improvements  (including  the  placement  of  prefabri- 
cated buildings  and  mobile  homes)  shall:    (i)  be  designated 

-  An  appHcation  Form  (Sample  C)  is  included  for  a  commun- 
ity's consideration.  The  program  regulations  do  not  specify 
what  information  need  be  supphed  with  the  appKcation  for 
a  permit.  However,  the  information  should  be  sufficient  to 
enable  the  responsible  person  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  document. 


(or  modified)  and  adequately  anchored  to  prevent  floatation, 
collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure,  (ii)  be  con- 
structed with  materials  and  utility  equipment  resistant  to 
flood  damage  and  (iii)  be  constructed  by  methods  and  prac- 
tices that  minimize  flood  damage; 

Section  6  The  responsible  person  shall  review  subdivision 
proposals  and  other  proposed  new  development  to  determine 
whether  such  proposals  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding. 
If  a  subdivision  proposal  or  other  proposed  new  development 
is  in  a  flood  prone  area,  any  such  proposals  shall  be  reviewed 
to  assure  that:  (i)  all  such  proposals  are  consistant  with  the 
need  to  minimize  flood  damage  within  the  flood  prone  area, 
(ii)  all  public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as  sewer,  gas,  elec- 
trical, and  water  systems  are  located  and  constructed  to  min- 
imize or  eliminate  flood  damage,  and  (iii)  adequate  drainage 
is  provided  to  reduce  exposure  to  flood  hazards. 

Section  7  The  resonsible  person  shall  require  within  flood 
prone  areas  new  and  replacement  water  supply  systems  to  be 
designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters 
into  the  systems;  and 

Section  8  The  resonsible  person  shall  require  within  flood 
prone  areas  (i)  new  and  replacement  sanitary  sewage  systems 
to  be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood 
waters  into  the  systems  and  discharge  from  the  systems  into 
flood  waters  and  (ii)  onsite  waste  disposal  systems  to  be 
located  to  avoid  impairment  to  them  or  contamination  from 
them  during  flooding. 

Section  9  The  responsible  person  shall  require  that  all 
subdivision  proposals  and  other  proposed  new  developments 
greater  than  50  lots  or  5  acres,  whichever  is  the  lesser,  include 
within  such  proposals  base  flood  elevation  data; 

Section  10  The  resposible  person  shall  obtain,  and  reason- 
ably utilize  any  base  flood  elevation  data  available  from  a 
Federal,  State,  or  other  source,  until  such  data  has  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Administrator,  as  criteria  for  requiring  that 
(i)  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of 
residential  structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (including  base- 
ment) elevated  to  or  above  the  base  flood  level  and  (ii)  all 
new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of  nonresi- 
dential structures  have  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement) 
elevated  or  floodproofed  to  or  above  the  base  flood  level; 
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Section  11  For  the  purpose  of  the  determination  of  applic- 
able flood  insurance  risk  premium  rates  within  Zone  A  on  a 
community's  FHBM,  the  responsible  person  shall  (i)  obtain, 
or  require  the  applicant  to  furnish,  the  elevation  (in  relation 
to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  habitable  floor  (including 
basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures, 
and  whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement, 
(ii)  obtain,  or  require  the  applicant  to  furnish,  if  the  struc- 
ture has  been  floodproofed,  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean 
sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was  floodproofed,  and 
(iii)   maintain  a  record  of  all  such  information. 

Section  12  The  responsible  person  shall  notify,  in  riverine 
situations,  adjacent  communities  and  the  State  (Coordinating 
Office  prior  to  any  alteration  or  relocation  of  a  watercourse, 
and  submit  copies  of  such  notifications  to  the  Federal  In- 
surance Administration; 

Section  13  The  responsible  person  shall  assure  that  the 
flood  carrying  capacity  within  the  altered  or  relocated  por- 
tion of  any  watercourse  is  maintained; 

Section  14  The  responsible  person  shall  require  that  all 
mobile  homes  to  be  placed  within  Zone  A  on  the  community's 
Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  shall  be  anchored  to  resist  float- 
ation, collapse,  or  lateral  movement  by  providing  over-the-top 
and  frame  ties  to  ground  anchors.  Specific  requirements 
shall  be  that  (i)  over-the-top  ties  be  provided  at  each  of  the 
four  corners  of  the  mobile  home,  with  two  additional  ties 
per  side  at  intermediate  locations  and  mobile  homes  less 
than  50  feet  long  requiring  one  additional  tie  per  side; 
(ii)  frame  ties  be  provided  at  each  corner  of  the  home  with 
five  additional  ties  per  side  at  intermediate  points  and  mobile 
homes  less  than  50  feet  long  requiring  four  additional  ties 
per  side;  (iii)  all  components  of  the  anchoring  system  be 
capable  of  carrying  a  force  of  4,800  pounds;  and  (iv)  any 
additions  to  the  mobile  home  be  similarly  anchored; 

Section  15  The  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  issued  by  the 
Federal  Insurance  Administration  for  this  community,  dated 
Nov.  29,  1974  with  Panel  Numbers  Ho3,  Ho5,  Ho6  and  any 
officially  published  revisions  to  this  map,  is  adopted  as  the 
official  map  for  the  enforcement  of  this  document.  Zone  A 
on  this  map  delineates  the  area  within  which  the  require- 
ments of  this  document  will  be  enforced. 
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Section  16  DEFINITIONS.  Unless  specificaUy  defined 
below,  words  or  phrases  used  in  this  document  shall  be  inter- 
preted so  as  to  give  them  the  same  meaning  as  they  have  in 
common  usage  and  so  as  to  give  this  document  its  most  rea- 
sonable application. 

''Base  Flood"  means  the  flood  having  a  one  percent  chance 
of  being  equalled  or  exceeded  in  any  given  year. 

"Development"  means  any  man-made  change  to  improved 
real  estate,  including  but  not  limited  to  buildings  or  other 
structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving,  excava- 
tion or  drilling  operations. 

"Flood"  means  a  general  and  temporary  condition  of  partial 
or  complete  inundation  of  normally  dry  land  areas  from: 

(1)  The  overflow  of  inland  or  tidal  waters. 

(2)  The  unusual  and  rapid  accumulation  or  runoff  of 
surface  vv^aters  from  any  source. 

"Flood  plain"  or  "flood  prone  area"  means  any  land  area 
susceptible  to  being  inundated  by  water  from  any  source  (see 
definition  of  "flood"). 

"Floodproofing"  means  any  combination  of  structural  and 
nonstructural  additions,  changes,  or  adjustments  to  struc- 
tures which  reduce  or  eliminate  flood  damage  to  real  estate 
or  improved  real  property,  water  and  sanitary  facilities,  struc- 
tures and  their  contents. 

"Habitable  floor"  means  any  floor  usable  for  living  purposes, 
which  includes  working,  sleeping,  eating,  cooking  or  recrea- 
tion, or  combination  thereof.  A  floor  used  only  for  storage 
purposes  is  not  a  "habitable  floor." 

"Mobile  home"  means  a  structure,  transportable  in  one  or 
more  sections,  which  is  built  on  a  permanent  chassis  and 
designed  to  be  used  with  or  without  a  permanent  foundation 
when  connected  to  the  required  utilities.  It  does  not  include 
recreational  vehicles  or  travel  trailers.  The  term  includes 
but  it  is  not  limited  to,  the  definition  of  "mobile  home"  as 
set  forth  in  regulations  governing  the  Mobile  Home  Safety 
and  Construction  Standards  Program  (24CFR3282.7(a)). 

"Person"  includes  any  individual  or  group  of  individuals, 
corporation,  partnership,  association,  or  any  other  entity, 
including  State  and  local  governments  and  agencies. 
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"Riverine"  means  relating  to,  formed  by,  or  resembling  a 
river  (including  tributaries),  stream,  brook,  etc. 

"Structure"  means,  for  floodplain  management  purposes,  a 
walled  and  roofed  building,  including  a  gas  or  liquid  storage 
tank,  that  is  principally  above  ground,  as  well  as  a  mobile 
home. 

"Substantial  improvement"  means  any  repair,  reconstruction, 
or  improvement  of  a  structure,  the  cost  of  which  equals  or 
exceeds  50  percent  of  the  market  value  of  the  structure  either, 
(a)  before  the  improvement  or  repair  is  started,  or  (b)  if 
the  structure  has  been  damaged,  and  is  being  restored,  be- 
fore the  damage  occurred.  For  the  purposes  of  this  definition 
"substantial  improvement"  is  considered  to  occur  when  the 
first  alteration  of  any  wall,  ceiling,  floor,  or  other  structural 
part  of  the  building  commences,  whether  or  not  the  altera- 
tion affects  the  external  dimensions  of  the  structure.  The 
term  does  not,  however,  include  either  (1)  any  project  for 
improvement  of  a  structure  to  comply  with  existing  state  or 
local  health,  sanitary,  or  safety  code  specifications  which  are 
solely  necessary  to  assure  safe  living  conditions  or  (2)  any 
alteration  of  a  structure  listed  on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places  or  a  State  Inventory  of  Historic  Places. 

"Variance"  means  a  grant  of  relief  by  a  community  from  the 
terms  of  a  flood  plan  management  regulation. 

ART.  31.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  total  of  $55,199.86 
which  are  itemized  on  Page  24  of  this  report. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Selectmen  were  empowered  to  hire 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  18:  The  Town  voted  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:43-8  and  43-C  for  Expanded  Exemptions  on  Real  Estate  which 
provides  for  a  resident  65  years  of  age  up  to  75,  a  $5,000  exemption; 
a  resident  75  years  of  age  up  to  80,  a  $10,000  exemption;  a  resident 
80  years  of  age  or  older,  a  $20,000  exemption.  Provided  that  the 
resident  owns  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly  with  another  or 
his  spouse  with  whom  he  has  been  living  for  at  least  5  years  as  man 
and  wife;  said  resident  had  a  net  income  of  less  than  $7,000  or 
combined  income  with  spouse  of  less  than  $9,000;  and  owns  assets 
of  any  kind,  tangible  or  intangible,  less  bona  fide  encumbrances,  not 
in  excess  of  $50,000.00. 

The  Town  authorized  the  transfer  of  $4,000.00  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  New  Equipment; 
$16,500  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  New  Equipment  to 
purchase  a  back  hoe;  and  any  remaining  funds  in  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  as  of  Dec.  31,  1978,  will  be  transfered  to  the  Tax 
Map   Fund. 
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Any  Other  Business:  The  1977  Town  Report  was  dedicated  to 
Katharine  C.  Fogg.  She  thanked  the  Town  for  the  honor  bestov/ed 
on  her.  She  was  given  a  standing  ovation.  Eleanor  Hunt  announc- 
ed that  the  Congregational  Church  at  the  East  Village  would  have 
a  200  year  celebration  in  September  and  everyone  was  welcome. 
The  Selectmen  were  asked  why  they  had  not  purchased  the  small 
truck  the  previous  year  that  money  had  been  appropriated  for;  they 
responded  that  the  Road  Agent  that  originally  wanted  it  had  re- 
signed and  the  next  Road  Agent  did  not  want  it.  A  vote  was 
taken  to  ask  the  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  meeting  "to  pursue 
the  purchasing  of  a  small  truck"  and  the  vote  was  a  n  overwhelming 
"NO"  and  considered  a  vote  of  confidence  in  the  judgement  of  the 
Selectmen.  David  Shackett  explained  to  the  Town  that  the  State 
Legislature  had  ruled  that  it  is  not  compatible  to  hold  both  offices 
of  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  which  had  been  considered  as  one 
office  in  this  Town  for  nearly  60  years,  therefore  he  thanked  Rita 
Gross  for  serving  the  Town  14  years  as  Town  Treasurer.  She  was 
given  a  standing  ovation.  Eleanor  hlunt  asked  if  the  Town  would  go 
on  record  as  being  opposed  to  the  surcharge  on  our  electric  bill  for 
"works-in-progress".  After  a  general  discussion  of  the  issue,  the 
Town  voted  to  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  sur-charge  and  will 
notify   Pu'blic   Service   Co.   of  the   same.

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LIBRARIAIN'S  REPORT 


When  you  voted  to  allocate  more  money  for  the  Croydon 
Town  Liibrary  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  I  was  a  little  worried.  Each 
year  the  library  had  shown  marked  growth;  but  could  I  justify  the 
extra  money  with  extra  patronage?  To  my  amazement  and  de- 
light we  did  it— by  over  1 ,000  books.  I  have  to  admit  that  most 
of  the  jump  was  in  children  and  juvenile  books  but  each  of  the  cate- 
gories went  up,  if  only  a  little.

We  are  currently  subscribing  to  or  given  monthly:  U.  S.  News 
end  World  Report,  Newsweek,  N.  H.  Profiles,  Consumer  Reports, 
Readers   Digest,  Yankee,  and   National   Geographic. 

Services  received  from  the  State  Library  are:  Films  shown  at 
the  school  bi-weekly  by  the  librarian,  the  Bookmobile  every  four 
months,  and  specfic  requests  for  books,  this  year  mainly  by  the  new 
chief  of  police. 

The  Croydon  Town  Library  Is  very  lucky  to  have  such  generous 
friends  and  patrons.  This  year  many  new  and  little  used  books  were 
added  to  our  shelves.     Again  we  thank  you. 

I  have  spent  a  little  over  a  quarter  of  the  budget  on  children's 
books.  They  are  reading  more  technical,  science,  science-fiction, 
make-It  books.  More  younger  people  are  using  the  library  for  re- 
search   this   year,    too. 

We  thank  our  old  friends  for  their  continued  patronage  and 
also  our  new  friends  who  were  so  surprised  at  how  many  "good 
books"  we  have.  Come  on  in  and  give  us  a  try.  You  might  be 
surprised,    too.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  fhan  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created 
a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized 
as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent 
and   combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort. 
State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  sup- 
pression costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay 
rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  match- 
ed by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest 
fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention 
work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
is  permitted  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when 
one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to 
$1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

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NEWPORT  AREA  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 
Newport,  New  Hampshire 


In  past  years,  the  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency  has 
submitted  one  report  to  the  five  towns  covered  by  the  Agency,  and 
used  total  visit  statistics  in  the  report.  This  year,  we  have  tried  to 
respond  to  selectmens'  requests  from  each  town  and  keep  our 
town  visits  by  program  as  specific  as  practically  possibly.  The 
agency  has  added  new  services  and  two  additional  towns  to  its 
membership  this  past  year.  We  have  made  more  weekend  calls 
and  have  increased  our  emphasis  on  maternal-child  health  services 
greatly.  I  would  like  to  review  the  services  available  to  town  resi- 
dents through  the  Agency.  Some  are  income-eligible,  others  avail- 
able  to   all    residents   regardless   of   income. 

1.  Skilled  Services — Include  Nursing,  Physical  and  Occupational 
Therapy  and  Home  Health  Aides.  These  visits  are  Chargeable 
through  a  patients'  Medicare,  Medicaid,  or  private  insurance 
such  as  Blue  Cross.  These  continue  to  be  our  most-used  service. 
We  were  certified  to  provide  Occupational  Therapy  services 
in    November. 

2.  Maternal — Child  Health  Program:  We  have  contacted  the 
parent  of  each  child  for  whom  we  receive  a  birth  certificate 
either  by  letter,  phone  call,  or  home  visit.  This  service  is  free 
regardless  of  Income  to  any  town  residents.  Visits  include  new- 
born and  mother  health  assessment,  referral  for  other  services, 
and  growth   and  development  guidance  to  age  6. 

a.  Well-Child  Clinic:  Children  from  income-eligible  families 
may  receive  routine  physical,  developmental  testing,  im- 
munizations until  age  6  or  enrolled  in  school.  Referrals 
from  these  clinics  for  special  services  have  averaged 
20  %    per  clinic. 

b.  Dental  Clinic:  Free  for  all  pre-school  children.  Follow- 
up  treatment  is  income-determined. 

c.  Immunization  Clinic:  Free  to  residents  of  Croydon  up  to 
age  18  regardless  of  Income  due  to  lack  of  utilization,  we 
have  cut  clinics  to  June,  August,  and  October  but  have 
provided    special    clinics    for    Headstart    children. 

d.  WIC:  Income-eligible  pregnant  or  nursing  mothers  and 
their  children  receive  foods  to  improve  health  of  pre- 
schoolers. Croydon  residents  may  be  eligible  for  this 
service    In   the    coming    year. 
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3.  Health  Screenings-Free  Blood  Pressuer,  anemia  and  diabetes 
screening  clinics  are  presently  held  at  Newport  Senior  Center. 
If  you  wish  additional  screenings  in  Croydon,  please  contact 
the  Agency. 

The  Agency  participates  in  the  Dartmouth  Medical  Program 
of  Community  Medicine,  orienting  prospective  doctors  to  this  field 
of  practice.  In  return  we  receive  excellent  training  in  new  medical 
and  nursing  informaton  and  skills.  We  are  also  particpating  in  the 
development  of  a  child  abuse  resource  team  which  we  expect  to  be 
operational  this  spring. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  Memorial  Donations  received 
this  year,  and  for  the  dedication  of  Mr.  Russell  Currier,  current 
Agency  trustee. 

Speaking  for  our  dedicated  volunteers,  I'd  like  any  one  who 
has  2-3  hours  of  free  time  to  please  volunteer  to  help  them.  None 
of  our  free  services  could  be  available  without  volunteer  help,  which 
we  need  desperately! 

Visits  to  the  town  of  Croydon  include:  47  Nursing  (includes 
MCH  home  visits),  20  Health  Screening,  12  W.  C.  Clinic,  and 
2  WIC.

The   present  enrollment  in   Grades    1-3    is   25:

Four  students  in  Grades    1-3  ere  attending  school   in   Newport  with 
the  tuition   paid   by  the   parents. 

The  staff  rennains  the  same  with  Mrs.  Rosemary  Aldrich  as 
teacher  and  Mrs.  Donna  Leslie  as  Instructional  Aide.  The  Aide 
has  been  relieved  of  cafeteria  duties.  Mrs.  Gloria  Bourassa  has 
been  engaged  as  School  Lunch  Manager.  The  addition  of  another 
person  has  resulted  in  a  greatly  improved  operation. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  all  phases  of  the  school  are  operat- 
ing "smoothly."  A  word  of  praise  is  in  order  for  bus  drivers  and 
custodian.  Each  member  of  the  staff  is  performing  the  particular 
duties   of  their  position. 

The  Village  School  is  now  one  of  six  one-room  schools  in 
operation    in    New   Hampshire. 

We  are  experiencing  a  greater-than-normal  drop-out  rate 
among  high  school  students.  Although  this  reduces  Croydon's 
obligation  to  pay  tuition,  it  Is  regrettable  that  several  youth  v/ill 
not  complete  a  high  school  education.  Hopefully,  some  of  these 
will  come  to  appreciate  the  value  and  need  of  this  minimum  train- 
ing, and  take  steps  as  young  adults  under  several  existing  programs 
to   gain    high   school    equivalency   status.
